County Offers Reward of $500 
and Sheriff Brock $100. 



Four negro desperadoes on Sun- 
day night assassinated Deputy 
Sheriff George M. Hart, of Clark 
county, on one of the public thor- 
oughfares of the city of Winches- 
ter and all made their escape. It 
seems that the negroes were want- 
ed for robbing a railroad commis- 
sary and shooting two men, and 
when the officer approached the 
men they opened lire on him, kill- 
ing him instantly. Capt. Mulli- 
kan, of Lexington, with his 
bloodhounds, was called, but so 
many people had been over the 
ground that the dogs could do no 
good. Large posses were formed 
and the whole country aroused. 
Two of the neyroes were seen and 
tired upon and one of them wound- 
ed, but both managed to escape. 
It is thought the negroes will be 
lynched if caught. Various ru- 
mors have it that the negroes have 
been captured and are in jail at 
Richmond, Lexington and Paris, 
but none of them could be con- 
tinued. 

The description of the men who 
are believed to have murdered the 
Sheriff, follow: 

Joe Shepherd, a big black ne- 
gro known as "Big Boy." He is 
believed to have gone with Emory 
toward Middlesboro, the latter's 
home. 

J'm Brown, known as "Shine" 
— Five feet, 10 inches tall, heavy 
•set, and wears a light colored hat. 

L. L. Leek— Six feet tall, yel- 
low skin, wearing blue pants, 
overall jacket, and a black Stetson 
hat. 

Ben Emory — "Gingerbread" 
color, has upper gold front tooth, 
wearing W cap, gia.y shirt. 

Mr. Hart was one of the most 
l«|)>ilar men in Clark county, a 
prominent member of the Kniirhis 
of Pythias, Woodmen of the 
World and Ancient Order of Uni- 
ted Workmen. He is survived by 
his wife, a daughter, Miss Mary 
Blkin Hart, and a son, Mr. Lewis 
Hart, who is now located in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. He is also survived 
by several sisters. 

Mr. Hart was about :>(> years of 
age. He was formerly jailer of 



Clark county, but declined to be a 
candidate for re-election. He 
was, previous to that time, a dep- 
uty sheriff, and had served under 
Sheriff W. O. Brock in that ca- 
pacity for about two years. He 
was known as one of the most 
fearless and yet one of the kindest 
men among the officials of the 
county. 

It is Sincerely hoped that his 
murderers are captured and that 
they are punished to the full ex- 
tent of the law.

War In the East. 

Few conflicts hare exceeded in 

fierce lighting those waged between 
the Bulgarians and the Turks. The 
reason is not far to see. The bat- 
tles between the opposing forces 
have been personal conflicts. Ev- 
ery Bulgarian saw red when he 
faced a Turk. He wenj, into the 
fight with a personal hatred, not 
only against Turkey as a nation, 
but against every individual Turk. 
He would have liked to settle the 
matter in a personal combat. He 
personslly had suffered from Turk- 
ish oppression and he personally 
longed to square things by assault 
qn the person of a Turk. This is 
the reason why the Bulgarians 
fought with such Berserker rage, 
such reckless courage, such entire 
abandonment of self. The op- 
pressed at last had a chance to even 
things up with his personal op- 
pressor. And the war is, where 
the individual Bulgarian soldier is 
concerned, a war for a woman. On 
the border no Bulgarian maiden 
was safe. When the morning 
dawned she awoke happy over her 
betrothal to some sturdy Bulgarian 
lad. When evening fell she graced 
some Turkish harem and the sturdy 
lover, killed by Turkish soldiers, 
lay in the field which was to fur- 
nish them means for a little home. 
Religion also plays its significant 
part in the strife. It would be a 
beautiful fact, of course, if one 
could correctly picture the Bulga- 
rian as the ideal Christian, faith- 
fully following the dictates of the 
Master. The Bulgarian, however, 
is probably like the average man 
everywhere else. He takes his re- 
ligion as passively as he goes to 
bed every night. Let a man try 
to prevent him from the more or 
less formal exercise of his relig- 
ious beliefs, however, and he be- 
comes like a lioness about to be 
deprived of her whelps. Anyone 
who visions the Bulgarians as the 
ideal Christian because he is now 
lighting for Christianity would 
meet with a rude shock if he lived 
for a while among the fierce ene- 
mies of Turkey.

WHEREAS, The Mayor and Board of Council of the City of 
Mt. Sterling, Kentucky, by ordinances duly adopted and approved on 
April l«th, 191*2, and May 7th, 1912, ordered that Bar.k street from 
the south line of Main street to the Chesnponktr & Ohio Railway and 
West Locust street from the east line of Bank •treat to the east line of

be employed one or two other counsel, 
the best to be had In the United States, 
whom Mr. Brandels may recommend 
to the Attorney-General to aaslst In 
representing the 8tate. 

"Ability, known loyalty to the cause' 
and assured freedom from corporation 
taint, should be the gauge ttfgovern In 
the selection of an attorney to assist 
In the defense of the State's, and the 
counties' interest. 

"When first I determined to give- 
myself to this work of compelling ade 
quate taxation of corporations, I knew 
they would Invoke every power of the 
world, the flesh and the devil tha! 
could possibly, by fair means or foul, 
be commanded to aid them to prevent 
the carrying out of my designs, which 
were already a part of the just law jf 
the land, and I have not been dlsap 
pointed. 

Committee To Assist Lawyers. 
"For years I have known the public 
men of the State and from many 
eligible to be chosen for such service 
I have thought of some who have 
studied these questions and who know 
who can be trusted to assist In the 
effort to have your counties enjoy 
what the law Intended, and what the 
State Board of Valuation and 
eat by its 1912 assessment., 
has made possible of realization. These 
men I am not afraid to trust to act In 
an advisory capacity in the premise. , 
they are and have been prominent In 
the affairs of the State. I refer to 
Governor James B. McCreary, Attor- 
ney-General James Garnett, Hon. Cas- 
slus M. Clay, of Bourbon County, and 
Hon. James Richardson of Barrej 
County. I would like to be honored by 
being on that committee, because of 
my Infinite interest In this matter. 1 
have drawn a form of contract which 
I shall read and hand to your Secre 
tary and submit for your considera- 
tion. I feel that Its fairness will at 
once address itself to your honest in 
telligence, and I beg that you return 
to your home county and urge upon 
the Individual members of your county 
fiscal court that It be promptly ex 
ecuted, so that our forces may be en 
listed and organized for this legal bat 
tie, the first skirmish of which muBt 
be fought on the 20th day of the pres 
ent month In the Federal Court here 
in Frankfort. 

Plan for Securing Couneel. 
"This, of course, only with the un- 
derstanding that your fiscal court will 
want to make any contract at all fur 
special couneel. I have never thought 
much of thle plan for securing the em- 
ployment of the needed special coun- 
In thess cases because, st beet, 
when special couneel are employed 
and paid, the people bear the expense 
snd If the counties rather than the 
Stat, employ and pay, It Is only taking 
out of the left-hsnd pocket 
of the right— the people, In the 
end, have to pay all the expense any 
I turned to thle plan only when I 
found or there aeemed to be no other 
way to satisfy the Attorney Genersl 
snd to get for the people the needed 
special counsel. The Attorney General 
himself proposed to me the 20 per 
cent as a fee to be paid by the coun- 
ties to Mr. Rich, snd said that he would 
secure the making of such. a contract 
with Mr. Rich by five counties, and 
nsmed them. When this matter was 
first proposed to me I aald I would 
have nothing to do with the matter 
unless there was a clause In the con- 
tract which would give absolute pro" 
teotlon to the people to prevent any 
lawyer from being paid an excessive 
fee for the services rendered. I hsve 
labored for months snd yesrs to bring 
about the assessment msds In 1912. 
and that without compensation, and It 
III becomes sny man to ssy that hs 
has a greater desire to economize In 
the Interests of the people than have 
In the form of contract, I shall sub- 
I havs safeguarded ths people by

If the "third degree" justifiable, 
The queation becomes pertinent 
when one sees in the press that 
Beatrice Kramer, wife of Charles 
N. Kramer, under pressure of the 
police department in Chicago, con- 
fessed that her husband had killed 
Sophia Singer. One's first sensa- 
tion on reading the story is of re- 
lief and thankfulness over the fact 
that the guilty has beefl discovered. 
But a second thought comes. Guil- 
ty as Kramer may be, of what value 
generally is a confession wrung by 
forget How many people will 
confess to acta they have never 
committed in order to escape cruel 
treatment, to be through, once for 
all, with day after day spent in 
misery? Many, we think. And 
in this case, the poor shrinking 
woman, after days of mental and 
perhaps physical anguish, betrayed 
her husband. Glorious victory for 
the police. We call ourselves a 
civilized nation and thank God 
daily that we are not as the people 
of the Middle Aaes and earlier 
were.
